Foster C. Barnard, 
Noted Citizen, Dies 


Foster Carnes Barnard, 52, prom- 
inent business man and a member 
of one of Andover’s oldest families, 
died Tuesday afternoon at his 
home, 14 Cabot rd., after a short ill- 
ness. 

A real estate agent for many 
years and a veteran of the first 
World War, he had long been ac 
tive in the civic affairs of the com- 
munity although never seeking 
public office for himself. 

Born in Andover Noy. 28, 1896, 
the son of Henry Warren and Mabel 
(Paradise) Barnard, he attended 
the local public schools, the Mit- 
chell Boys’ military academy in 
Billerica, and Phillips academy, 
leaving the latter in 1918 to enlist 
in the U. S. navy. 

After his honorable discharge 
from the navy, he became asso- 
ciated with his father and brother 
in J. W. Barnard & Son, an An- 
lover shoe manufacturing concern 
astablished by his grandfather and 
continued by members of the fam- 
ily. He advanced to the position of 
general manager, a post he held un- 
til the company discontinued opera- 
tions in 1930, when he became en- 
gaged in the real estate business 
with his father. 

A trustee of the J. W. Barnard 
estate and an incorporator of the 
Andover Savings bank, Mr. Bar-

More than one million industri- 
al accident victims in the past 20 
years have been successfully 
placed on jobs despite handicaps 
and ‘injuries, Parker Trowbridge, 
president of the Bay State Society 
for the Crippled and Handicapped, 
Inc., the Easter Seal agency, said 
today in a message to employers 
for National Employ the Physi- 
cally Handicapped week which be- 
gins Oct. 2. ; 


Trowbridge urged employers to 
consider placing more _ handi- 
capped employees, but said this 
should be done only on the basis 
of their ability and not their digs- 
ability. 


“Placement counselors realizé 
that often only a few physical abil- 
ities are required to do a given 
job successfully,’ Trowbridge said. 

He pointed out that handicap- 
ped workers, according to recent 
surveys, are as efficient as their 
able-bodied , fellow-workers—they 
produce as well, lose no more 
time, are injured less frequently, 
and stay on the job longer.

modern political market-place. 
They are shrewd enough, too, to 
take advantage of any hesitancy 
on the part of the other fellow. 
But they are also realists. They've 
probably estimated what damage 
they could do at,any given time 
by atomic warfare. And they can 
have little doubt of our hitting 
power. New weapons have. never 
prevented a war, but this modern 
weapon is devastating beyond all 
imagination. They might strike 
first, but they’ve probably calcu- 
lated that they still couldn’t come 
out as the victor in any sense of 
the word. 
Strength Can Mean Peace 

If their opponent were only the 
United States they might be will- 
ing to chance a gamble, even a 
long one. But if Western Europe 
remains our real defense line, the 
frontier on which we'd make a 
very real first stand, the odds 
would be far from favorable to 
Russia. Our best plan is obvious- 
\y to work hard for international 
tontrol of atomic weapons. But 
that cannot be our sole reliance. 
Strength still impresses the Rus- 
slans—and others. While we re- 
double our peace efforts, we must 
temain vigilant and unceasing in 
Preparations to be able to defend 
Ourselves in the last eventuality.

Group Life Insurance 
Continues To Grow 


Reflecting the increasing social 
consciousness of business manage- 
ment and the interest of workers 
in family security, group life in- 
surance continued to grow in the 
first half of this year as more em- 
ployers made this form of protec- 
tion for workers’ families avail- 
able to their employees and more 
workers enrolled in group plans, 
the Institute of Life Insurance re- 
ports. 

At June 30, approximately 17,- 
000,000 workers owned some $39,- 
000,000,000 in life insurance un- 
der nearly 47,000 group contracts. 
The number of workers protest- 
ed, the amount of life insurance 
owned and the number of group 
contracts all represented new 
high records. The gain in workers 
enrolled in these plans in the six 
months was about 300,000 and the 
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two billion dollars. 


“The number of persons shar- 
ing in this protection was, of 
course, much greater than the 
number of policyholders,” said 
the institute. “The protection is 
actually for the benefit of the 
families of the workers insured. 
In many cases, of course, group 
insurance is only a part of the 
protection programs of the work- 
ers, but increasingly it is becom- 
ing an important supplement to 
the individual life insurance poli- 
cies which they own.”
